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WARRIOR VARIETY MOVES INTO THE LEADING POSITION

_N_ QUALITY

Warrior variety moved into the leading position of winter wheat planted by Nebraska

farmers for harvest in 1964 and 1965, according to the State-Federal Division of Agricultural

Statistics. Warrior replaced Pawnee, a variety that had been the predominant one in the

State for a number of years, but was closely followed by Ottawa, which moved into second

position in 1964 and was pressing closely for the lead in 1965. Pawnee dropped from first

place in 1963 to third in 1964 and was in the fifth spot in seeding of the 1965 crop. The

popularity of Bison also dropped off sharply in 1964 but moved up slightly in 1965.

Warrior was planted on 22.6 percent of the acreage in 1964 followed by Ottawa with

17.4 percent and Omaha on 14.1 perc4nt. In 1965 Warrior continued in the lead with 21.9

percent planted followed closely by Ottawa with 21.2 percent and Cheyenne with 12.2. Some

of the newer varieties coming into the picture in 1965 were Scout, planted on 1.4 percent

of the acreage; Lancer .8 and Gage, .7 percent. Many of the older varieties have about

faded out of the picture but Turkey Red continues to be planted on a small acreage in

practically all parts of the State. Nebred, which has been one of The leading varieties for

a number of years, dropped down to 6.3 percent in 1964 but moved up to 7.8 percent in 1965.

Warrior was planted on over 50 percent of the acreage in the northwest area and well

over a third in the southwest. Cheyenne was the second most popular variety in these areas.

Omaha was the leading variety in the central district, while Ottawa moved into first

position in the east central and southeast areas.

STRONG GLUTEN VARIETIES CONTINUE TO DOMINATE THE PLANTED ACREAGE

Nebraska farmers continue to show preference for the strong gluten varieties of wheat

that are considered excellent for flour used by commercial bakeries. Most of The strong

gluten varieties are planted in the western part of the State. The leading varieties in

this class are Warrior, Cheyenne, Nebred, Bison, Scout and Lancer. The latter two being

new varieties that have been released only a short time. While only a limited acreage of

the new varieties has been planted, the field performance in yield and quality would

indicate that these varieties will move up in popularity with farmers.

Mellow gluten wheats make up the bulk of the remaining acreage. The principal varieties

in this group include Ottawa, Omaha_ Pawnee, Wichita, Triumph and Rodeo. These varieties

have desirable characteristics for family flour and blending purposes. Most of the

objectionable varieties and the weak gluten wheats have practically disappeared from the

Nebraskastate acreage.

THE 1964 _IEAT CROP UP 12 PERCENT FROM 1963 PRODUCTION

The 1964 wheat crop of 73,825,000 bushels was up 12 percent over the 1963 production

and 6 million bushels below the 5-year (1958-62) average. Yield per acre of 25.0 bushels

was up 3.5 buahels from the 1963 average. Drouth conditions reduced the yield per acre

in the central and south central counties but in the southeast, yields were above average.

In the northwest, returns per acre were higher than anticipated. Harvest of the crop over

most of the State was the earliest of record except in the northwest where completion was
about at the usual time.

The yield of the varieties showed less variation within localities than usual. Yield

per harvested acre developed from the survey represents an over-all average by districts

and for the State. They do not offer a valid comparison of yield by varieties such as is

obtained by growing the varieties under similar or controlled conditions of experimental

plots. They do, however, reflect the harvested yields obtained under the varied conditions

that prevailed during the growing season.

Of the predominant varieties_ Ottawa again had the highest yield followed by Scout and

Rodco. In the northwest area, Warrior and Lancer had yields of 25.0 bushels followed by

Nebred and Cheyenne. In the southeast, where high yields of all varieties were recorded,

Ottawa with 32.7 bushels per acre was the leader followed by Wichita with 32.0 . In 1962,

Wichita had the highest yield for the State but fell to near the bottom in 1963 and was

near the same position in 1964. Two new varieties, Scout and Lancer, while grown on a

limited acreage and with only a few reports indicated high yielding capabilities with Lancer
equaling the State average and Scout running slightly higher at 26.5 bushels. Not enough

reports were received on the Gage variety to make a fair estimate of the yield.

TEST WEIGHT FOR THE 1964 CROP UP SLIGHTLY FROM A YEAR EARLIER

Test weight of the 196_ crop at 59.9 Ibs. is up slightly from the 59.8 ibs. of a year

earlier. There wa s only slight variation in the test weights of the grain within localities.
The lowest test weight was in the Northeast District while in the Northwest and Southeast

Districts, test weight ran as high as 60.4 ibs. per bushel.

_o new'varieties, Scout and Lancer, had the highest test weights but only a limited

number of returns were'received for these two crops. Wichita, while being a low-yielding

variety this year, had a test weight of 60.7 and was followed by Warrior and Ottawa with

60.2 ibs. per bushel.

Protein content of tie[1964 wheat crop was 12.5 percent, up slightly from the 12.3

percent 091963. Rodc6 _w-as-the leading variety with a high protein of 13.7 percent

followed by Triumph with 12.9 percent. There were only a limited number of returns of the

new variety, Scout, showing a protein content of 11.8. This may be on the low side and may

not be representative for this variety.

Protein content was the highest in the southeast area of the State with 12.9 percent,

while the southwest with 12.1 was the lowest.

The Sedimentation value as reported at 50 is up one point from a year earlier. Returns

were]!mited on sedimentation values as tests were made generally only on that wheat going

under loan.. "Rodco with a value of 62 was the highest reported followed closely by Omaha

with 56 and Ottawa'withz 55. A year earlier, the sedimentation value for Omaha was 52 and for

Ottawa 48. There is far greater variability in the sedimentation value than in the prctein

value and test weight.
